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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


At  the  close  of  this  year,  realizing  that  her  duties  at 
Home  and  Shop  could  no  longer  permit  her  the  time  neces- 
sitated to  conscientiously  perform  the  duties  of  those  Of- 
fices, we  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  our  Town 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  Mrs.  Dorothy  B.  Whitaker. 

At  her  chosen  duties  we  wish  her  the  success  she 
rightfully  deserves.  Her  co-operation  and  able  assistance 
during  her  tenure  of  office  is  hereby  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged and  sincerely  appreciated.    Good  Luck  "Dorothy." 

We  were  most  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Charles  F.  H. 
Crathern  accept  the  position  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 
We  wish  Mr.  Crathern  success  in  his  office,  and  consider 
ourselves  fortunate  to  have  a  person  of  his  ability  as  Town 
Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

Our  Town  Hall:— 

Our  little  "Ell"  is  still  with  us. 

This  year  we  have  gone  to  considerable  expense  to  have 
our  Hall  ceiling  made  more  secure,  and  painted.  The  build- 
ing foundation  pointed  up,  and  we  renewed  the  stove- 
piping.  We  tried  out  a  circulating  (oil)  heater  in  the 
Selectmen's  Room,  but  it  did  not  prove  satisfactory,  so  we 
replaced  our  old  wood-burner. 

As  it  must  to  all  mortals  and  machines,  at  the  close 
of  the  year  our  Burroughs  Adding  Machine  (Lie  Detector) 
developed  internal  complications  which  were  deemed  econ- 
omically unwise  to  try  to  remedy.    So  it  was  necessary — 
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in  order  to  perform  the  computations  required  to  close  our 
Town  records  accurately — to  obtain  another.  This  new 
Burroughs  was  not  billed  to  us  in  time  to  be  covered  by 
this  year's  reports,  but  will  be  accounted  for  in  our  next. 

About  Assessing: — 

We  have  obtained  from  the  State  Tax  Commission  some 
file  cards  to  be  used  in  connection  with  our  Property 
Valuations,  which  are  to  be  of  tremendous  help  in  evaluating 
all  land  and  buildings  in  our  Town.  If  we  are  given  the 
proper  co-operation  in  filling  out  these  cards  at  the  time 
of  assessing,  we  can  arrive  at  a  more  comprehensive 
valuation  of  all  properties  to  be  taxed. 

« 

There  are  still  too  great  a  number  of  people  who 
refuse  to  co-operate  with  us  in  returning  their  inventory 
forms  properly  filled  out,  or  even  returning  them.  This 
handicap  cannot  be  lightly  overlooked.  The  law  pertaining 
to  this  matter  is  clearly  defined  on  the  back  cover  of  this 
form. 

About  Our  Town  Roads: — 

Our  Highway  Agent  is  using  every  economical  means 
within  his  power  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  our  roads. 

It  is  everyone's  wish  to  someday  see  all  our  roads  in 
good  comfortably  traveling  condition  the  year  round.  With 
that  object  in  mind,  a  petition  was  circulated  last  spring — 
after  Town  Meeting — suggesting  that  a  portion  of  our 
T.  R.  A.  Fund  be  used  to  surface  a  portion  of  our  roads 
with  Black  Top.    It  was  not  an  unreasonable  suggestion. 

However,  the  State  Highway  Officials — who  were  pres- 
ent at  a  hearing  called  to  review  the  petition — acquainted 
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us  with  a  ruling  of  the  State  Highway  Department  that 
"no  portion  of  T.  R.  A.  Funds  may  be  used  for  "black  top" 
until  ALL  our  Town  Roads  have  been  reconstructed  to 
comply  with  State  Highway  Department  specifications. 

They  reasoned  that  it  was  unfair  to  provide  one  section 
of  the  Town  with  black  top  roads,  while  another  section  of 
the  Town  is  still  laboring  under  seasonal  "mud"  condi- 
tions. However,  they  also  informed  us  that  there  was  no 
law  that  prevented  us  from  doing  this  sort  of  construction 
with  locally  appropriated  funds. 

To  promote  further  consideration  and  discussion  of 
this  matter,  we  have  inserted  an  article  in  our  Town  War- 
rant requesting  money  for  such  a  purpose.  We  have  close 
to  40  miles  of  "dirt"  roads. 

You  will  note  that  another  article  on  the  subject  of 
Roads  is  inserted  in  the  Warrant.  Due  to  the  lack  of 
proper  outdoor  recreation  facilities  for  our  school  children, 
— and  there  are  about  fifty  children  involved — they  must 
use  our  Town  Common  for  that  purpose. 

At  the  intersection  where  the  road  from  Mrs.  Hartwell 
meets  the  Kennedy  Road,  the  children  must  ever  be  on  the 
alert  for  traffic  coming  from  three  directions.  This  subject 
we  present  for  your  consideration  and  discussion. 

About  Town: — 

Early  in  October  a  Committee  of  five  members  of  the 
Monadnock  Region  Association,  and  one  member  of  the 
State  Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission  conducted  a 
survey  of  the  State  Parks  and  Wayside  Areas  within  our 
region,  with  the  view  of  suggesting  to  the  Commission, 
possible  improvements  to  existing  Areas,  and  opssible  de- 
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velopment  of  new  Areas  that  are  State  owned. 

Among  the  areas  visited  was  our  Pratt  Pond  site,  which 
is  a  part  of  the  Russell-Abbot  State  Forest  Reservation. 

Early  in  November  at  a  Joint  Meeting  of  the  State 
Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission  and  the  Monadnock 
Region  Association  Board  of  Controls  the  Committee  sug- 
gested to  the  Commission  certain  "clean-up"  proposals  for 
making  Pratt  Pond  and  the  surrounding  area  suitable  for 
local  recreational  purposes. 

The  Commission  informed  us  that  they  had  no  funds 
available  for  any  large  or  small  scale  development  of  that 
area.  However  they  did  approve  of  modest  developments 
of  the  Pratt  Pond  site,  and  would  include  that  item  in  their 
budget"  to  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

They  suggested  that — in  the  mean  time — local  groups 
of  Mason,  Greenville  and  Wilton  could  conduct  a  "clean- 
up" campaign  in  that  area.  Later,  they  propose  installing 
picnic  tables;  fire-places;  drinking  water,  and  assured  us 
that  something  will  be  done  to  make  the  water  in  Pratt 
Pond  more  suitable  for  bathing  purposes.

We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  All  the  Officers  and 
Committees  for  their  co-operation  in  presenting  us  their 
material  for  the  preparation  of  this  Town  Report.

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  re- 
lation to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment 
of  statuatory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize 
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the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


The  year  of  1952  was  a  challenging  one  for  the  School 
Nurse.  It  seemed  as  soon  as  one  communicable  disease 
wave  abated  another  showed  signs  of  beginning.  Measles, 
scarlet  fever  in  both  the  Spring  and  Fall,  and  colds  (which 
might  precede  any  of  the  diseases)   were  a  problem. 

During  the  ten  months  of  the  school  year  I  made  ten 
visits  to  the  school.  In  addition  to  the  checking  of  communi- 
cable disease  I  tested  the  eyes  of  the  pupils  by  means  of 
the  Snellon  Chart.  Notes  were  sent  to  those  parents 
whose  children  needed  attention.  Home  visits  were  made 
to  four  families. 

By  means  of  the  group  audiometer  I  ran  a  screening 
test  of  the  pupils'  hearing.  Due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  nec- 
essary to  share  the  equipment  with  other  School  Nurses 
in  the  State  it  has  not  been  possible  to  check  the  ones  who 
showed  loss  of  hearing  as  quickly  as  I  would  have  liked. 

The  children  were  weighed  and  measured  during  the 
school  year  and  most  showed  a  satisfactory  gain  . 

One  child  was  out  of  school  for  three  weeks  with  rheu- 
matic fever. 

I  assisted  Dr.  Karr  with  his  yearly  examination  of 
the  children  and  kept  records  of  all  children  as  required 
by  the  State.

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REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENRENT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Mason: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

INSTRUCTION 

Miss  Lilla  Tuttle  and  Mr.  Daniel  Hoyt  are  continuing 
their  fine  work  of  instruction  in  our  school  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Miss  Elsie  Wheeler  who  is  responsible  for  the 
music  program. 

Instrumental  flutes  have  been  added  to  the  music  pro- 
gram during  the  past  year.  This  instrument  develops  in 
the  child  a  sense  of  rhythm  and  a  concrete  desire  to  read 
notes  and  understand  some  of  the  technicalities  of  music 
composition.  There  is  a  sense  of  deep  satisfaction  devel- 
oped in  the  child  when  he  feels  that  he  can  play  a  musical 
instrument  with  comparative  ease. 

We  are  still  carrying  on  a  complete  testing  program 
as  explained  last  year,  with  the  addition  of  the  California 
Test  of  Personality.  This  test  is  administered  each  year 
to  grade  five  youngsters.  The  function  of  the  test  is  to 
reveal  the  degree  to  which  each  pupil  is  self -ad  justed  and 
socially  adjusted.  The  teacher  is  thereby  aided  in  under- 
standing the  child  and  his  reactions  to  certain  situations 
that  may  arise  in  the  classroom  and  on  the  playground* 
This  test  acts  as  a  guide  for  placing  the  pupil  in  activities 
and  situations  where  he  will  become  a  well-rounded  and 
adjusted  individual. 

A  new  reporting  system  in  the  form  of  a  revised  re- 
port card  was  introduced  this  fall,  which  we  feel  affords 
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the  teacher  a  more  adequate  device  for  reporting  the 
growth  and  achievement  of  a  child,  than  was  previously 
used.  All  systems  of  reporting  a  child's  progress  in  school, 
by  use  of  a  Report  Card  are  necessarily  limited.  Thus  we 
attempt  to  supplement  the  report  card  by  written  notes, 
telephone  conversations,  and  personal  conferences.  We 
are  eager  to  have  parents  consult  with  us  so  that  we  may 
arrive  at  common  understandings  and  do  the  best  work 
possible  for  your  children. 

HEALTH  SUPERVISION 

The  School  Nurse  report  reveals  the  details  of  her 
work.  However,  I  do  wish  to  comment  upon  the  abatement 
of  the  most  severe  health  problem  with  which  we  were 
confronted  last  year,  and  that  was  pediculosis.  With  the 
opening  of  school  this  fall,  and  up  to  the  time  of  this  writ- 
ing we  have  been  comparatively  free  from  this  disturbance. 
I  wish  to  commend  the  parents  for  their  cooperation  in  this 
matter. 

IMPROVEMENTS  TO  GROUNDS  AND  BUILDINGS 

Our  school  building  is  in  excellent  shape.  The  work 
done  the  past  few  years  has  made  it  unnecessary  this  year 
to  budget  for  any  capital  outlay.  This  past  year,  repairs 
were  made  to  the  chimney  and  roof  of  the  bell  tower. 

The  landscaping  program  has  been  continued  by  the 
setting  out  of  appropriate  shrubs  and  eliminating  several 
trees  that  were  unsightly. 

Some  thought  should  be  given  to  the  continuation  of 
improvements  to  the  play  area  in  the  rear  of  the  school. 
I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  several  matters  that 
should  be  our  concern  during  the  next  year. 

A  drainage  problem  exists  as  the  result  of  overflow 
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from  the  spring  at  the  rear  of  the  Parsonage.  The  area 
is  kept  constantly  wet  for  long  periods  of  time  because  of 
this.  Consequently,  a  good  portion  of  the  play  area  is  not 
usable  until  late  in  the  spring.  If  permission  was  granted, 
a  drain  could  be  installed  from  this  spring,  across  the  area 
into  the  woods  at  the  far  side  of  the  playground.  We  have 
a  similar  drainage  situation  from  our  dry  well  and  it  could 
be  taken  care  of  at  the  same  time.  With  this  done  more 
fill  could  be  added,  so  that  the  play  area  would  be  raised 
above  the  water-table  that  exists  during  the  wet  seasons. 

The  School  Board  will  soon  have  some  definite  plans 
for  laying  out  an  efficient  play  space  in  this  limited  area. 

In  the  past  we  have  not  had  to  concern  ourselves  too 
much  with  play  space  because  of  our  limited  enrollments. 
However,  a  survey  of  anticipated  enrollments  based  on  the 
school  census  of  September  1952  reveals  that  by  1956-57, 
we  will  have  enrolled  in  our  school  approximately  sixty-* 
eight  pupils.  This  may  be  compared  with  the  enrollment 
in  1947  which  was  27  pupils.  In  September  1952  we  had 
49  enrolled. 

Thus  it  can  be  quickly  seen  that  some  consideration 
must  be  given  to  this  problem. 

STATE   AID 

On  November  12,  1952  the  Mason  School  Board  re- 
ceived a  check  for  $986.76  for  State  Aid.  This  was  largely 
due  to  our  increased  enrollment  during  the  school  year 
1951-52.  It  will  be  noted  that  this  sum  has  been  included 
in  our  estimated  income  for  the  school  year  1953-54. 

FINANCE 


The  School  Board's   Budget  for  1953-54   calls  for  an 
increase  of  $642.17.    This  increase  is  reflected  in  teachers* 
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salaries  and  expenses  of  administration  and  instructional 
costs.  However,  with  the  income  from  state  aid  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  assessment  will  increase  only  $55.41. 

The  budget  has  been  very  carefully  worked  over  and 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  provide  the  funds  necessary 
to  carry  on  an  effective  educational  program  in  an  econom- 
ical manner. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Mason  School  Board  and  the  cit- 
izens of  Mason  for  their  continued  support  and  assistance 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  LOCAL  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


Mason,  New  Hampshire 
February  5th,  1953 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Mason: 


Relative  to  Civil  Defense  activities,  I  wish  to  report 
that  I  have  received  —over  the  phone —  several  "Test" 
calls  from  Peterborough,  periodically,  and  reported  back 
the  next  day  giving  the  date,  hour,  etc.,  as  required,  by 
Post  card. 

We  are  as  well  organized  as  can  be  expected  for  a 
town  of  our  size,  with  Police  Chief  and  Deputies;  Fire 
Chief,  and  Wardens,  etc. 

Our  School  has  3  Water  (Indian)  Pumps,  kept  in  good 
order,  and  a  small  Co.  2  Fire  Extinguisher,  which  the 
School  Department  bought  this  year.  We  have  a  rear  exit 
at  the  School  which  is  always  kept  clear  and  in  good  order. 
The  School  Faculty  put  the  Children  through  a  Fire  Drill 
at  least  once  a  month.  At  one  such  Fire  Drill  we  "clocked" 
the  maneuver,  and  the  school  was  completely  vacated  in 
30  seconds. 

The  Fire  Pumps  are  conveniently  located  for  immedi- 
ate use  if  required. 

We  use  the  telephone  for  communication.  The  School 
and  Church  bells  can  be  used  if  required,  for  an  extreme 
emergency.  Continuous  ringing  of  the  bells  will  warn  you 
that  such  an  emergency  exists. 

If  there  is  anyone  who  doesn't  know  what  to  do  in 
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case  of  an  enemy  attack,  Atomic,  or  otherwise,  I  would 
appreciate  their  communicating  with  me,  and  I  will  en- 
deavor to  provide  them  with  the  necessary  information. 

THERE  IS  NO  DANGER  OF  PANIC,  WHEN  YOU 
KNOW  WHAT  TO  DO,  AND  PLEASE  REMEMBER  THAT 
"KNOWING  WHAT  TO  DO"  IN  SUCH  AN  EMERGENCY

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


The  only  Forest  Fire  which  occurred  this  year  was 
located  near  the  Jackson  Road,  and  due  to  the  immediate 
response  of  local  volunteers  the  fire  was  brought  under 
control  before  much  damage  was  done.  It  was  mostly  a 
grass  and  brush  fire.  The  area  covered  was  about  one 
half  acre. 

I  would  like  to  remind  everyone  residing  within  our 
town  boundaries  that  we  have  a  law  in  effect  that  no  fires 
are  to  be  permitted  out  of  doors  without  a  Fire  Permit 
from  this  Office.  This  includes  bonfires,  or  incinerators, 
or  even  out-door  fire-places.  YOU  MUST  FIRST  OBTAIN 
A  FIRE  PERMIT  before  lighting  any  such  fires. 

When  you  have  cleared  an  area  of  at  least  10  feet 
surrounding  your  fire-place,  and  have  equipped  your  fire- 
place flue  with  the  proper  screening,  I  will  then  inspect 
your  location,  and  if  conditions  permit,  you  will  be  issued 
such  a  permit. 

To  date  we  have  been  receiving  wonderful  co-opera- 
tion from  all  our  townspeople,  and  it  is  with  this  contin- 
ued co-operation  that  we  will  prevent  the  devastation 
which  has  swept  through  so  many  other  beautiful  forest 
areas  of  our  New  England  States.
